He was spirited away by 
friends. 

George Purcell, a saloon keeper - of 
Jacksonville, Ill., was Cherry’s principal 
witness. He came to Paris to testify 
against Mrs. Cherry's character, and 
when Attorneys James T. Boyd and 
W. M. Hairgrove and Senator F. W. 
McAllister summed up at the conclu- 
Sion of the testimony last night they 
denounced Purcell and other witnesses 
from Jacksonyille as “resort keepers 
and gamblers, imported to blacken a 
good woman's name.’’ 

Late last night Attorneys Boyd and 
McAllister were discussing the case in 
a saloon in the rear of E. Major's drug 
store. Purcell and a friend, Thomas 
Russell, entered and approached Boyd. 
who was sitting on a counter. Two of 
Mrs. Cherry’s witnesses were standing 
near by. They were Benjamin F. Horn 
of 4149 Cook avenue, St. Levis, and. P. 
R Schwartz, manager of Wies’ Hote! 
in Bast St. Louis, where, Sciiwartz tes- 
tified, Cherry and the wortan who is su- 
ing him had registered #* man and 
wife. | » 

Saloon Keeper Questions Lawyer. 

Purcell, who is powerful physically, 
walked up to Attorney Bovd and said: 

“What did you have to sav about me 
when you argued the case tonight’’ 

“TY gaid just what the evidence In the 
case justified,’ replied Boyd. 

Purcell and Russell left the saloon. 
They stood outside for a moment, talk- 
ing. Then they returned. 

Purcell walked up to Boyd and struck 
him in the face. Boyd fell on the coun- 
ter, and when he tried to rise Purcell 
knocked him down again. Then Pur- 
cell, according to the statement of oth- 
ers who were in the saldon, dragged 
Boyd from the counter, threw him to 
the floor and kicked him in the face 
and side. 

R. M. Hustead, brother-in-law of the 
young woman whom Cherry married 
just before his alleged common-iaw 
wife sued him, was in the saloon. He 
left with Purcell after the attorney had 
been attacked. 

Attorney Beaten at Station. 

W. M. Hairgrove, another attorney 
for Mrs. Cherry, was slugged shortly 
after Boyd was assaulted. 

Hairgrove was standing on the plat- 
form of the Paris depot. waiting for : 
train. He held a grip in one hand and 
a bundle of law beoks in the other. 
His wife was standing beside him. 

Hustead, the present Mrs. Cherry's 
brother-in-law, hurried up to Hairgrove. 
and, without a word, struck him in 
the eye. The blow nearly felled Hair- 
grove. He dropped his grip and law 
books to defend himself, but Hustead 
struck him repeatedly in the face and 
the attorney was unable to return the 
blows. 

The train had come in while Hustead 
was assaulting Hairgrove. The Sheriff 
of the county was standing on the 
platform of one of the cars and wit- 
nessed the attack. He did not make any 
arrests, and left town on the same 
train. — 

Witnexs Chased to Hotel, 

A few moments later’ Schwartz, the 
hotel man who testified that Cherry 
and Rachel Pierce Cherry registered as 
man and wife, was attacked by a erowd 
in the saloon where Attorney Boyd had 
been assaulted. Schwartz ran out of a 
rear door. The crowd ran ‘around the 


corner and intercepted him. 


‘Husted, who had slugged Attorney 
Hairgrove, was leading the crowd, 
Schwartz knocked Husted down as they 

closed on him. He turned and ran for 
the hotel owned by J. 8. Pool, and the 
crowd followed him. 

Schwartz ran up the hotel steps into 
the office, pursued by Husted and about 
twenty others, and dropped, exhausted, 
to the floor. Pool kept the crowd back 
untill Schwartz reached his room sofely. 

. Meanwhile, Purcell, the saloon keep-

Writ Prohibiting Opening of 
Ballot Boxes Is 
Sought.

ihe Supreme Court at Jefferson City 
was asked Wednesday to prevent, by 
a writ of prohibition, the opeuing of.the 
ballot boxes from the Third Ward pre- 
cincts, as evidence against tne election 


officials accused of committing frauds 
there. 

The opening of the ballot boxes has 
been set for Friday in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. Five of the fraud 
cases are set for that time. 

The application for a writ of prohi- 
bition, to forbid Judge Wileon A. Tay- 
lor to open the boxes, was filed Woednes- 
day with the: Supreme Court by former 
Judge C. Orrick Bishop and Hugh C. 
Brady, attorneys for the accused men. 

Argument to Be Heard Thursday. 

Justice Gantt, presiding, 
that the matter would be taken up 
Thursday. Circuit Attorney Sager ob- 
tained this delay by a request, made 
by long distance telephone. He said 
he would appear Thursday and file his 
Objections to the issuance of the writ. 

Arguments on a formal motion to set 
aside the order for the production of 
the boxes, made last Friday, were of- 
fered Wednesday before Judge Taylor. 
He overruled the motion at 2 p. m. 

Bight technical reasons are cited by 
the attorneys for objecting to Judge 
Taylor's order. They declare, in effect, 
that Juge Taylor had no jurisdiction in 
the case, and that the opening of the 
ballot boxes would be an improper pro- 
ceeding. 


Jones Upholds Judge. 

Circult Attorney Sager and his assist- 
ants, Seebert Jones and Grant Gillespie, 
upheld Judge Taylor's course in their 
arguments Wednesday.

Thirty Had Moved Away. 

The official returns from this pre- 
cinct gave the following as the vote 
cast there: Cowherd, 9%; Hadley, 28; 
Ball, 5; Stapel, 15; Wallace, ¢; total, 144. 
The canvassers found 19 voters who say 
theiy did not go to the polls at afl. 
Thirty others could not be found, be- 
cause they had moved away long be- 
fore the primary.

Republican Leaders Adjourn 
Meeting in Order to .Make- 
an Argument. 


The failure of a sufficient number of 
leaders of the Republican party in Mis- 
gouri to answer the calls of United 
Siates Subtreasurer Akins and Jeptha 
Howe, chairman of the City Republican 
Committee, to organize a revolt on the 
State organization and on the candi- 
dacy of Richard C. Kerens caused an 
adjournment of the meeting at noon to 
endeavor to induce Charles Nagel to 
become a Hae comahay for the Senator- 
ship. 

Though more than 60 invitations to 
the meeting were sent out not more. 
than 20 Republicans were in attendance, 
and the greater number of these were 
St. Louis Republicans. The word had 
been passed among the Akins-Howe 
men that Kerens was to be ‘rolled’ 
and that the meeting would indorse 
another man. 

Tuesday night the politicians had it 
that Lieutenant-Governor John C. Mc- 
Kinley of Unionville would be indorsed. 
David W. Hill of Poplar Bluff declined 
(to get out of the race, and the McKin- 
ley men in the meeting had not a suf- 
ficient strength to dare put through 
such an indorgement, though the Mc- 
Kinley men sb in a majority. 


on Nagel, 
When N. > Bmoseley of Bloomfield, 


speaking for Hill, told those in attend- 
ance at the meeting that his candidate 
would not withdraw no matter what the 
meeting did, Howe, after a consultation 
with Akins, urged that the meeting 
postpone action and attempt to induce 
Nagel to become a candidate. Nagel had 
repeatedly said he would not be in the 
race. Howe's plan was adopted, and the 
meeting adjourned at 1 p. m. until 3. 

The meeting is being conducted on the 
fourth floor of the Mercantile Club be- 
hind closed doors, none but those hold- 
ing invitations being permitted on that 
floor. 

Incidentally, the meeting ts consider- 
ing a successor to Walter 8. Dickey, 
chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mitte, and a close friend of Kerens. 
The Howe-Akins combination is under- 
stood to desire Al Shapleigh or John 8. 
Leahy for Dickey’s place. 

Federal officeholders figured conspicu- 
ously at the gathering, among the more 
prominent being Charles F. Gallenkamp, 
Surveyor of the Port; W. L. Morsey, 
United States Marshal: Ed Allen, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, and Ben 
Russell, chief clerk in the Internal Rev- 
enue Collector's office. 

About 3 of those invited to the meet- 
ing had not appeared when Chairman 
Akins called for order. ,Akins declared 
that 6000. Republicans had written to 
him, asking that steps be taken to ep- 
pose Kerns’ senatorial ambitions. 

Hill refuses to take kindly to the sug- 
gestion that he withdraw.

Later, according to ihe police, she 
said she feund her husband lying in 
the front hall of their homie, vroaning. 
The police found no blood on thé porch 
or the chairs there, but found: a pool 
of blood in the front hall. 

It was suggested to the police that 
Rustin might have been slain by bur- 
giars, but the house was not robbed 
and there were no indications that bur- 
glars had tried to enter. . 

Persons living next door to Dr. Rus- 
tin heard no shots fired or any outcry. 

Regarding the story of the discovery 
of her husband's body, Mrs. Rustin said 
today: . :

Remarkable Picture Containing the Facial Char- 
acteristics of Every American Executive, 
Was Made by Joseph Gray Kitchell. 

















ERE is the concentrated essence of 
H presidentialism, or, if you please, 
a harmonic blend of the Federal- 
ist, Whig, Republican and Democratic 
parties candidates, who have run and 
won a seat in the great chair. The pic- 
ture, a composite of the faces of all 
the presidents, was made by Joseph 
Gray Kitchell, a photographer, who 
made the. famous composite Madonna. 

Out of the twenty-five presidents in 
office from 1789 to 1908, 14 of them were 
smooth faced, three were cleanly shaven 
except for sideburns (two of which 
were sparce or scanty); one wore mus- 
tache and sideburns; two wore mus- 
taches without other facial adornment; 
one, whiskers without mustache, and 
four wore full whiskers and mustaches. 

It will thus be seen that the propor- 
tion of smooth-faced to ali others was 
14 to 25, and that the preponderance of 
cleanly-shaven ts strongly exhibited in 
the composite. 

~ Ten Wore Soft ‘Collars, 

Four wore stocks tn the fashion of the 
early nineteenth century; ten were soft 
pturned collars and 11, the more modern 
neckwear, beginning with the loose up- 
turned style and advancing by degrees 
to the prevalent fashion of the times 
from Lincoln's term to the present day. 
Tie suggestions of each are more or 
less plainly visible in the composite. 
From a study of the portraits and by 
consulting .the historica! descriptions of 
thelr facial characteristics, Kitche!! 
learned that in the pulilary dista:ce 
(from center of the retinas in the eyes) 
the variance was from two and one-

Mustaches Conceal Mouth. 
The absence of sharp definition in the 
mouth of the Composite picture jis due 
| to the confusion caused by the influence 
of a: portraits of -enkencme who 


wore moustaches and whiskers, which 
more or less completely covered the 
lips—this want of sharpness being in- 
scparable from the process which made 
the Composite possible. 

The indistinct lines around the head, 
conveying false contours, define prin- 
sipally the hair boundaries of _ those 
who wore wigs, pompadours and puffs 
in vogue during several administrations, 
aiso the negligee style affected by 
Buchanan, Filmore and Tyler. 

The impossibility of obtaining full-face 
views of all the presidents compelled 
Kitchell to work from three-quarter 
photos, and added great difficulties to 
an already éxacting task. ° 

Fac: Is Old School. 

It is believed that this is the only 
Composite ever made from units com- 
posed of three-quarter views. 

The face is decidedly that of the old 
school of courtly gentlemen, dignified, 
almost to austerity, yet kindly; liberal 
in view, yet exacting in details of policy 
or principle. 

It does not appear to resemble mark- 
edly any individual president, and sev- 
eral critics, who have had the privi- 
lege of studying it before this publicta- 
tion, ventured the opinion that it bore 
in its composite unity, characteriatic 
elements that strongly suggested two 
of the most famous of American states- 
men—Benjamin Franklin and Daniel 
Webster.

By the use of a simple but ingenious 
apparatus in making the photograph, 
the eyes, noses and mouths” were 
brought to a uniform scale and aceu- 
rate register, thus facilitating super- 
in.position during printing.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—John Branda, a 
strong young man, was shocked by 2400 
volts of alternating electrical current 
yesterdny. His body was given over 
to the strong play of this current for 15 
minutes, a much longer period than the 
weaker current is applied to those put 
to death in the electric chair. 
By all the tests applied by the State in 
legal ejectrocutions, the man was dead. 
The tests were apriied by Dr. Roberts 
of the Hudson Street Hospital, after the 
limp body had been taken from an elec- 
trically charged manhole. Dr. Roberts 
listened in vain with a stethoscope for 
the faintest beat of the heart. The 
pulse was gone. There was no bodily 
heat: there was not even any moisture 
te be detected about the nostrils. 
Dr. Roberts ordered the body placed 
in an ambulance end had the driver 
dash to the hospital at a gallop. Dur- 
ing the journey the doctor app ied art?- 
ficial respiration, but hag} made no no- 
ticeable progress when the hospital was 
reached. 

Broughi Back From Death. 
The hospital attendants workéd over 
the man for half an hour with vigorous 
energy. Their efforts were redoubled 
when there was a slight flicker of the 
eyelid. Then the pulse slowly returned 
and in a few minutes he began to 
breathe unaided. Today Branda is 
walking about his home, ill from the 
shock and burns, but well on the way 
to recovery. 
Dr. Peter J. Gibbons, who has main- 
tained that persons legally executed by 
electricity are not really killed, but 
shocked into a state of suspended ani- 
mation, said that the calling back from 
seeming death of Branda did not sur- 
prise him. He said: “He was no more 
killed than any man who goes to the 
electric chair is killed. The same treat- 
ment applied to Branda would bring 
pack to life any man taken from the 
chair and pronounced dead.’ 

Shocked by 2400 Volts. 

Branda is a street railway laborer. He 
was operating a lever borer with a long 
iron handle in a pit, and at a signal 
from the foreman, tried to lift him- 
self out. With one hand on the handle 
o* the lever borer he grasped the edge 
of the iron manhole with the ether. In- 
stantly his body became a link in the 
electrical current of the railway sys- 


em. R 
Under the 2400 volts of alternating cur- 
rent hie muscles tightened up and he 
was powerless to move. His eyes seemed 
to be starting from his head. The fore- 
man tried to drag him free. The mo- 
ment he touched B-anda’s body he was 
rendered almost unconscious by the 
sheck. Other workmen attempted to 
render ald and were huried away. 
Finally, with long weoden beams, the 
body of Branda was pried from the 
manhole.

He was 
stopped by a World's Fair watchman 
and turned back. 

$100,000 Improvements Suggested. 

A year ago the Exposition company 
sent a letter to the Board of Public 
Improvements announcing their readl- 
ness to turn over the park, but Park 
Commissioner Scantan said it had not 
been restored and it was not accepted. 
He suggested improvements. The Ex- 
position company expressed its willing- 
ness to make the improvements, ali- 
though the estimated cost was $100,000. 
It is supposed that the Exposition com- 


ments since. 
Mr. Scanian suggested that more trees 
were needed, that temporary bridges 
spanning the River des Peres should be 
replaced by permanent ones, that open 
sewers should be converted into regular 
ones, that the banks of the river where 
there has been caving should be graded 
and sodded, and that the roadways 
should be straightened and paved.

Mulvihill to Maintain Policy 
and Believes Other Sa- 
loons Will Close.

More than a hundred saloons in poor 
districts of St. Louis have either been 
denied a renewal of their licenses or 


quit business because of the stringent 
regulations imposed on them by Excise 
Commissioner Mulvihill. Mr, Mulvihill 
says that many more saloons will be 
closed in the same districts. 

“In the district from Market street 
to Chouteau avenue and from Twelfth 
street to the river the people are not 
able to drink liquor and mairtain them- 
selves at the same time,’ said Mr, Mul- 
vihill Wednesday. 

‘| have refused to reissue a large 
number of licenses in that quarter of 
the city. But there are stiil plenty of 
saloons left. 

“Ila the northwest part of town, where 
many poor negroes live, in the settle- 
ment known as Dago Hill, in the south- 
western part of the city, on Wash street 


west of Tenth street many saloons have 
been closed. 

“I have discretion in fhe issuance of 
licenses, and I think it is wise and sart- 
utary to remove temptations from ths 
path of those whose lives are already 
full enough ‘of difficulties and hardships. 
I intend to continue this policy. 

‘In many sections of the city the le- 
gitimate profits of the saloon keepefs 
were not sufficient. That condition 
prompted them to turn to unlawful 
methods of increasing their earnings. 
They permitted gambling, sold Nquors 
to minors, allowed their places to be- 
come the rendezvous of hoodlums and 
violated the law requiring them to close 
ali day Sunday and between 1 and 56 
a. m. on week days. 

“The result of this was that infringe- 
ment of the law was mostly traceable 
to that class of saloons.”’

The exhibit of Republican extravagance to 
which he called public attention is appalling. 

Since 1888 the two-year appropriations have 
grown from one billion to two billions. The army 
is twice as large as it was in 1896, and its cost 
is three times as great. The expenses of the 


’' Navy have been multiplied by three in ten years. 
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During the Roosevelt administration 99,000 new 
offices have been created at an expense of $70,- 
000,000 a year, as compared with 10,000 during 


_ the Cleveland and McKinley administrations. The 
' growth of bureaucracy and of governmental ex- 
-penditures have far outstripped the increase of 


population. 
Mr. Bryan pertinently called attention to the 


‘fact that the burden of this extravagance falls 


heaviest upon the people of small means, the far- 
mers, the salaried men and the wage earners who 
pay for it through the increased cost of the tariff- 
taxed necessaries of life. It amounts, as he 
pointed out, to a graduated income tax, the larg- 
est per cent being collected from small incomes— 
the smaller the income the larger the percent-

When officeholders of any party are arbitrary 
and irresponsible the people do not rule. Arbi+ 
trary government is corrupt government. Irre- 
sponsible government is dishonest government.

All Cases Are Dropped and 
Saloons Hold Fort, but Con- 
troversy Still Rages. 





The town of Worden, Ill, in Madison 
County, nine miles northeast of Ed- 
wardsville, is bitterly divided over the 
recent arrest of the Rev. Curwein Hen- 
ley, pastor of the Worden Methodist 
Church, on a charge of disturbing the 
peace, and over a damage suit filed 
against him at the same time. 

The, disturbance case ended in the 
pastor’s discharge, and the suit, in which 
George Vesper, one of the minister’s 
neighbors, charged defamation of char- 
acter, was withdrawn about the same 
time. But the controversy growing out 
of the case is etill raging in the town. 

Most of Pastor Henley’s. parishioners 
and of the members of the other three 
churches in’ Worden stand by him, 


though some are disposed to criticise 


him for acting hastily. The customers 
and adherents of Worden’s six saloons, 
who have been in the majority thus far 
whenever any attempt has been made to 
Thake the town “dry,” are assailing 
Henley and are blaming Vesper for

“The Rev. Mr. Henley has been a lead- 
er in the fight, thus far an unsuccess- 
ful fight, on the saloons. He considers 
this the true explanation of his recent 
troubs, which have caused him seri- 
ously to consider requesting a transfer 
to some other field. 

Aug. 19, while on the lawn in front 
of his home, the minister heard sounds 
from Vesper’s home which caused him 
to think that Mrs. ‘Vesper needed 
help. 

Several men were standing at a near- 
by corner, and Pastor Henley called to 
them: “Get a policeman. George Ves- 
per is beating his wife.” 

The sounds next door ceased, no po- 
liceman came, and the neighbors did not 
venture upon Vesper’s premises. But 
the next day a policeman did call on the 
minister, and arrested him, on Vesper’s 
complaint, for disturbing the peace. 

Pastor Sued for Damages. 

Before Pastor Henley had recovered 
from his suprise sufficiently to call a 
bondsman he was notified of Vesper’s 
suit against him for defamation of char- 
acter. 

The disturbance case was set for trial 
Magistrate Chapman’s court, but the 
minister took a change of venue to 
Justice Worden. 
At his trial Pastor Henley testified 
and sobbing and that, owing to stories 
he had heard about Vesper’s treatment 
of his wife, he thought it his duty to 
call help. 
He declared that he believed the suit, 
his arrest, was inspired by 
the saloon element, and said that one 
Worden saloon keeper had told Vesper, 
in his presence, to go ahead with the 
oe, 8 and that he, the saloon keeper, 
“would stand by him.

“im Crow” School Law Illegal. 
Gl isHRIE, Ok., Sept. 2.—Judge A. H. 
Huston, in the District Court yesterday, 
declared unconstitutional the Oklahoma 
separate school law providing separate 
school boards and separate schools for 
negroes in the new State. 


The Frisco and the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Railroad’ systems face annul- 
ment of their right to operate in Okla- 
homa and heavy fines if they disregard 
the ouster order of the new State gov- 
ernment. 

Oklahoma has a statute requiring all 
damage suits against railroads to be 
tried in the State courts if they originate 
there. The penalty for violation of that 
statute is a forfeiture of license to op- 
erate in Oklahoma. 

Recently the Frisco, resting its rights 
on the United States Constitution, which 
provides that all suits between citizens 
of different states may be removed from 
State to Federal courts, had a damage 
suit against it transferred to the United 
States Court. This action was followed 
by an order from Assistant Secretary of 
State Leo Meyer revoking the road’s 
Oklahoma license. 

Any road: disregarding such an ouster 
order is liable to a fine of from $1000 to 
$5000 for every day it operates in viola- 
tion of the order. 

The revocation has been suspended by 
an injunction obtained by the road and 
a similar order about to be issued 
againt the “Katy’’ for a like reason, 
has been held up by Gov. Haskell pend- 
ing a decision in the Frisco case.

Alton is without water today for the 
four days. A broken 
' valve in the “main discharge,” the pipe 
from the pumping station engines into 
the supply mains, broke at 7 a. m. and 


- the water in the mains, rushing back- 


ward, flooded the basement of the 
pumping station and drowned the boil- 


ers. 
It was said during the morning that 


the city would have to do without water
